The UNO baseball team took a 
doubleheader from Rockhurst (Mo.)

The first game saw UNO jump to 
a 2-0 lead in the bottom of the first 
inning. The Maverick offense 
produced nine hits, including a four- 
hit, fourth inning that saw three runners 
cross home plate. 

Freshman Jake Wurth had a two- 
RBI double, and junior Josh Johnson 
singled home Wurth to end the scoring. 
Sophomore right-hander Eric Gordon 
got the win, scattering six hits in seven 
innings for UNO. 

Wurth was exceptional in the 


second game, also scoring two runs.

The GENISYS system went 
offline this week for just over 23 hours. 
It was running again April 3. 

GENISYS Web is the online 
catalog of University Library. It 
provides call numbers and locations for 


books, periodicals, non-print media, 
U.S. documents and Nebraska 
documents. 


“The problem was a faulty power 
supply on the server,” Manager of 
Support Services Marc Davis said. 

Davis said a new server had been 
installed on March 13. About 12:20 
p.m. April 2, the system shut down. 

Innovative Interfaces Inc., the 
company that made the new software 
and the hardware, had to be called in 
order to start on the repair. 

“Since it’s a turn-key system, we 
can’t open the case until he gets here,” 
Davis said. “All we know is that it 
stopped.” 


Repairs included a brand new 
power supply. Davis said he doesn’t 
expect the shutdown to occur again. 
Costs of the maintenance by 
Innovative Interfaces, Inc. were free of 
charge. 

“We're under 
agreement,” Davis said. “Because of 
the turn-key system, we’re not allowed 
to maintain it.” 

GENISYS does not include 
contents of periodicals or materials 
located in other libraries. 

Reference desk worker Carol 
Zoerb said the library couldn’t access 
UNO’s own card catalog, so it used the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln’s card 
catalog instead, 

“The call numbers are pretty much 
the same from library to library,” Zoerb 
said. “Everybody has been pretty 
understanding. Hopefully this means 
more people will have to come into the 
library because they can’t use it 
(GENISYS) at home.”

On Dec. 5 University of Nebraska-Lincoln academic 
senator Jim Ford made a motion to change UNL’s 
grading scale. The proposed change, approved by a 38-13 
vote on February 6, 2001, would follow a plus/minus 
scale. This change adds a minus to the current grading 
scheme. University of 
Nebraska at Kearney also 
approved the change to their 
grading scale in February.

UNL’s academic senate 
listed the following reasons 
for the change: by adopting 
this grading scale, UNL will 
join 85 percent of the

scale would also allow for finer distinction in grading 
student achievements. According to the UNL senate 
proposal Web site, the new scale would allow easy 
modification to the standards for university scholarships 
based on GPA. 

Despite the academic challenges the proposed 
change offers, there has been opposition to the changes. 
UNL Student President Regent Nathan Fuerst has 
received several e-mails from concerned students about 
how the minus scale would affect students who are

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Napster fans: RealNetworks’ 


new service is off key

Hoping to convert Napster’s 50 
million users into paying customers, 
three of the world’s largest record 
companies have closed a deal to start 
an online music-subscription service 
by fall. 

But experts and music fans say 
it ll be a tough sell. 

The music industry, citing 
copyright infringement, squelched 
Napster’s free online song-swapping 
service. But people may be unwilling 
to start paying because there are scores 
more sites offering pirated music at no 
charge. 

What’s more, the music labels 
will ask people to pay for songs they 
aren’t allowed to keep. 

MusicNet, announced Monday by 
RealNetworks Inc. and record-label 
owners AOL Time Warner Inc., 
Bertelsmann AG and EMI Group PLC 
— whose acts include Christina 
Aguilera, Eric Clapton and Santana — 
will let people download songs onto 
their PCs, the same as Napster. 

But special software will prevent 
subscribers from saving songs on 
portable music players or buming them 
onto compact discs they can play 
elsewhere. 

And if a customer cancels his 
subscription, the song files stop 
working. 

Tunes downloaded from Napster 
and other pirated-music services are in 
the MP3 format. That means they can 
be freely copied, and they don’t expire.

RealNetworks chairman and chief 
executive Rob Glaser, appointed 
chairman and interim chief executive 
of MusicNet, said the service is 
designed to make it virtually. 
impossible for subscribers to copy 
songs, Concern about piracy has been 
one of the main reasons record 
companies haven’t made a big push 
online, 

But forcing users to listen to their 
songs only on a PC isn’t good 
business, said Phil Leigh, a digital 
media analyst at Raymond James & 
Associates, a St. Petersburg investment 
firm. 

“A big part of listening to music is 
in your car, not sitting at your desk,” 
Leigh said. 

MusicNet’s target audience, 
which includes college students, also 
scoffed at the idea. 

“T don’t think anybody’s going to 
pay for songs they can’t keep,” said 
Sterling Thomas, a Napster user and 
sophomore at Rollins College in 
Winter Park. “If you want that, you’ll 
listen to the radio or watch MTV.” 

That isn’t what RealNetworks 
wants to hear. The company spent a 
year working on the subscriber service, 
Glaser said in a conference call. 

Under terms of the deal, the 
record labels and RealNetworks will 
each own a minority stake in 
MusicNet; RealNetworks will own the 
largest share, 40 percent, Each label 
will license music to the service on a 
nonexclusive basis; RealNetworks will 
provide the technology. 


Additional seasonal motorcycle parking 
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MusicNet will then contract with 
other companies to distribute the 
music. Its initial parmers, AOL and 
RealNetworks, will tailor the service to 
their specific needs and set their own 
subscription rates, Glaser said. 

Digital-media analysts say online 
music services probably will charge 
$10 to $15 a month. 

The deal marks the first time so 
many major labels have agreed to 
license music for online distribution. 
Vivendi Universal SA and Sony Corp., 
whose acts include Eminem and Bruce 
Springsteen, plan to launch a fee-based 
online music service called Duet by 
summer. 

But “Duet doesn’t cut it, and 
neither does ‘Trio’,” said PJ. McNealy, 
a senior analyst with the Gartner 
Group, an. e-commerce consulting 
company in Stamford, Conn. 

“Consumers don’t know music by 
label,” so any service that doesn’t have 
music from all five major labels may 
prove unpopular, McNealy said. 

Still, despite its shortcomings, 
MusicNet represents a step forward, 
said Eric Scheirer, an analyst with 
Forrester Research, an e-commerce 
consulting company in Cambridge, 
Mass. 

“The real good thing to me is that 
the labels are getting away from their 
fear that all these problems “over 
security and selection” need to be 
solved,” Scheirer said. “They’re not 
expecting everything to be square from 
day one.” ;

borderline with 2.0s or barely 
maintaining honor roll status. 

“We (UNL Student 
Government) will be keeping an 
eye on the grades and if there is 
a significant drop in student 
GPAs, we’ll look for ways to 
adjust the standards for the 
students,” Fuerst said. 

UNO Sen. Angelo Zieno 
has expressed similar concerns 
as to how the grading scale 
change would affect students 
here. 

UNO’s academic and 
curricular board passed a 
resolution to go ahead with a 
grading scale change in March. 

John Barttle, a member of 
the faculty senate and head of 
the committee, said the 
resolution his committee 
approved will go up for a full 
senate vote at the April 11 
meeting. 

Zieno, in an independent 
effort, has begun a petition, 
located in the Student 
Government office, to keep the 
grading scale from being 
changed here. Zieno urged any 
student opposed to the change to 
sign the petition as well as to 
contact their student 
government representatives. 

“The petition is to inform 
students of the proposed change 
to our current grading scale. In 
Lincoln the change was passed 
and then students were made 
aware of the change,” Zieno 
said. “Also there is the 
possibility that the proposed 
change could have a negative 
impact on a student’s GPA.”

If one can say anything about the 
president’s actions in the past weeks, it is that 
he wants more CO2 in the air, more arsenic in 
the water, wants to forget about that global

budgets than for the social or environmental 
impact of their companies: 

Bush and his administration (a bunch of 
big-business zealots in their own rights) 
declared that more strict CO2 emission 
standards would cripple the economy. Does 
that mean that global warming and various 
health risks that could cripple people aren’t as 
important? They claimed that reducing the 
level of arsenic in American drinking water 
would somehow prevent the economy from 
making a recovery. Does that mean that 
slowly poisoning Americans doesn’t really 
matter when measured against an economic 
recovery? Bush repealed Clinton 
administration regulations to force employers 
to adopt standards to reduce repetitive motion 
injuries because they claimed it would hurt

If Bush is so entirely consumed by the 
economy, why doesn’t he search for a way to 
genuinely strengthen it by destroying the 
inequities so deeply embedded in it now? Ina

Drummer Tommy Decker of L.A.-based 
quartet Spineshank has an interesting claim to 
fame — he says he has visited almost every 
mall in America. 

“We're total geeks,” Decker said. “We've 
forgotten how to be cool because every night 
we play a show and when we don’t do that it’s 
like, OK, what do we do? You go to a strip club 
or you go to a mall.” 

Several years ago, Spineshank singer 
Jonny Santos placed an ad in the L.A, magazine 
the Recycler looking for a new addition to his 
junior high band. “Drummer wanted, just to 
jam, influences Ozzy, Guns and Roses and 
Dio.” 

“So [ answered that ad and we ended up 
playing punk rock ‘cause that’s all we could,” 
Decker said. “We were so bad.” 

Now, nearly 13 years later, Decker and 
Santos are still jamming together, along with 
Mike Sarkisyan on guitar and Robert Garcia on 
bass. They formed what is known as 
Spineshank in 1996 and have been winning 
over crowds with their heavy, slightly electronic 
sound ever since. 

“Our whole lives revolve around each 
other, which is very sad and sickening to me,” 
Decker said, “But it’s all we’ve done for the 
past few years and it’s cool — it’s like a little 
family.” 

After signing with Roadrunner Records, 
Spineshank’s debut album “Strictly Diesel” was 
released in 1998. 

“There were a lot of people watering down 
our ideas, so I don’t think it was really the 
record we wanted to make,” Decker said. “It

stolen equipment, the band was still eager to get 
back on the road to promote the second album. 

“We've been out on the road basically 
doing it every night,” Decker said. “We're 
getting the same cities and we’re starting to see 
the difference and kids are really starting to get 
into Spineshank.” 

“We’re not one of those bands that’s 
miserable to be where we are,” Decker 
continued.

of him, and they didn’t give him a blanket after 
that, so there’s just a big naked man trying to 
get back in the club.
